NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R, 816(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Aircraft 
(Sixth Amendment) Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, for sub-rule (2) 
of rule 75, the following sub-rule shall be substitu¬ 
ted, namely 

“(2) The Court shall hold the investigation in 
open court in such manner and under 
such conditions as the Court may think lit 
for ascertaining the causes and circumstan- 
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ces of the accident and for enabling it" to 
make the report hereinafter mentioned : 

Provided that where the Court is of opinion that 
holding the invc-stigation is likely— 

(a) to be prejudicial to the interests of any 
country; or 

(b) to jeopardise the personal safety of a 
person who is willing to make any state¬ 
ment or give evidence, 

the Court may, hold in camera, the whole or 
part of the investigation.”
